Writing on the walls. Threats by students 
that read, “we will be in every hall on Friday.” 

A state of panic set in and a strike of fear in our 
own students’ hearts. School safety became a 
main priority a few days after the tragedy of 
the Sandy Hook Elementary School shooting 
at which 26 people were killed, including 20 
children. 

“I didn’t believe it was true at first but 
when I got home and saw the news, I went 
into depression in a way because I just couldn’t 
believe that someone would be that heartless,” 
junior Caity Rogers said. 

Although threats were reported, staff and 
teachers had confidence in the schools security 
and even stepped it up a few notches to give 
extra reassurance. Yet some students and 
parents didn’t have the same outlook. The lack 
of confidence in the safety of the school showed 


greatly on Friday, Dec. 21, with approximately 
1,200 absent out of a 2,700 student population. 
That is almost 45 percent of students not in 
attendance. 

“There were actually no real threats to 
our school. Every rumor that started in school 
was blown up by social networks and texting,” 
Officer Chuck Noonan said. “It was the kids’ 
and parents’ decision to stay home, but going 
into that day I had full confidence in the 
security of our school.” 

It turned that the school was perfectly safe 
and absolutely nothing happened that day or 
any day after even with all the suspicion. 

“It is important that staff, students, 
administrators, and parents know that we have 
a plan and we regularly practice them to keep a 
safe environment for everyone,” Principal Chip 
Pettit said.

Then Nickla started 
playing drums. 

“My dad bought me a drum set 
after I showed an interest but then it 
sat around for three years,” he said. 
“Eventually I picked it up again and 
began playing with the St. Mary’s 


church’s band.” 

California Reggae was Nickla’s 
favorite genre of music to play. Reggae 
had a very heavy, accented beat pattern. 

“That style of music puts me 
in a certain state of mind that’s 
immeasurable. I feel as if all worries are 
discarded. It makes me feel like I’m on 
a beautiful beach, with sunny skies and 
perfect temperatures. And for me that’s 
sweet serenity.” 

While Nickla was very busy with 
training and sports, he still found time 
to practice almost every day.

He 
describes the internship as a very hands-on 
learning experience. 

“(After my first call) wrapped up and we 
all went back to the firehouse I remember 
then knowing for sure this is what I wanted to 
do,” Flynn said. 

Flynn said his parents are proud of what 
he does and his future plans. 

“My parents have always supported me. 
They know this is my passion and they have 
my backs,” he said. 

Flynn says his internship has been a 
hands-on experience and is committed to fire

He has been a big inspiration to me,” Flynn 
said.

Many people 
have memories of a childhood pet, but few 
can say they have had an actual wildcat and 
lamb.

Africa may surprise some students. “We 
lived in houses that were made up of 
cement floors, cinder block walls and 
a toll roof which was basically made of 
wavy metal,” Sletto said. 

“Running water wasn’t an option 
and by the time I was born, we had a 
diesel generator that we had to share 
with four or five other families that 
lived in the area,” 

“The way society de¬ 
pends on their technology, I 
couldn’t see how you teenag¬ 
ers would be able to make it 
through and the best way to 
think about it is like the pio¬ 
neer days here in America,” 

Sletto’s last visit to his 
homeland was during his 
sophomore year of college 
(1998) for a social visit and 
would like to return again 
sometime in the future for his 
family to experience. 

“I think I take things for 
granted less because I’ve seen how the rest 
of the world has to live,” Sletto said.
